Claims 16-19 cancelled 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10,1 2-1 5 and 20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art McCormick et al. discloses performing steps (i)-(iv) of independent claim 
1 . McCormick et al. discloses further polymerization of the radiation curable 
precursor by placing the precursor between two release liners where one liner is 
transparent to the wavelength of light used to cure the precursor. It is well known 
in the art that this method creates an inert atmosphere for the radiation curable 
precursor therefore the prior art teaches placing the radiation curable precursor 
in an inert atmosphere and fails to teach or suggest placing the radiation 
curable precursor in a non inert atmosphere while exposing to actinic radiation.
